“I think that I can answer for nine- 
tenths of the people of uy own coup- 
try when I say that we have no sin- 
jeter motives whatever; we have no 
de-igns or de- ires that are inimica! to 
the hanvr and credit af this great R- 
public. I am aware that some of the 
papers of Mexico, as well as possibly 
some in the United States, have made 
allusion to the possibility of the an- 
nexation cf Mexican territory to the 
United States. On that subject I 
know that there are no grounds what- 
ever for apprehension. 

While I was President of the United 
State-, representatives of the Republic 
of Santo Domingo applied to me for 
annexation, declaring that such was 
the desire of the government and th- 
wish of all the pvople of the island. 
This proposition eime tome severn! 
times before I considered it at all. At 
length, fearing that what had been 
said to me migit he merely the state- 
ments of designing men willing to sel! 
their country for private gain, | detey- 
mined; qiietly aud without the know! 
edge of these agents of S int Domingo, 
to send thither agents of my own to 
discover the real fevling of her people. 
By this means I verified the statement 
that ninety-nine hundredths of her 
citizens were anxious for the proposed 
annexation. They were fully alive to 
the subject, hud thought over it, and 
euch 8 copsummation was the brigh'est 
of their dream. They desired, a, 
they expressed it, to become a part of 
the great republic. I then entered in- 
to a treaty with that country (which 
has all the capacities of the best part 
of Mexico), and submitted it to the 
Senate of the United States for ratifi- 
cation. It was with great difticulty, 
petwithstanding my p-sition as heal 
of the government, that I could yet 
the question considered at all by the 
Sen ite, and when [ did it was cefeat- 
ed by an overwhelming m ijority. 

I am sure that even if it e uld be 
shown that all the people of Mexico 
were in favor of the auvexa'ion of a 
— of their territory to the United 

tates, it would still be r-jscted. We 
want no more land. We do want to 
improve what we have, aud we want 
to see our neighbors improve and 
grow so strong that the designs of any 
other country could not endanger 
them. 

Mexico has the elements ot devel- 
opment and wealth such as no other 
country possesse:—at all events to so 
2 Her proximity to the 
equat»:, with her elevated plains, en- 
ables her to produee the fruits of all 
latitudes. Her mines are the richest 
in the world, and she possesses every 
climate, fro:n the tropical to the frigid . 
in proximity t» each other. With the 
contemplated improvements in inter- 
nal communication stie must ‘advance 
beyond the dream of her mo-t patri- 
otic citizens. 80 far as [am con- 
cerned, I shall be very glad if I can 
contribute to this result. 

I hope that we may be the warmest 
of friends, and that the two republics 
may exist always. is .
